| ITEMS OF INTEREST | 


Steps toward the formation of a 
Provincial Horticultural Society which 
will have as its object the develop- 
ment of keener interest in horticul- 
tural matters in the province are 
being taken by the Edmonton and 
Calgary Horticultura Societies. It is 
planned to hold a conference in Ed- 
monton during the week of January 
14 to 18, at the time of the Provincial 
Seed Fair, and representatives of the 
cities, towns and rural centres in the 
province are being asked to attend. 
An appeal is issued for the active 
support of all those interested in the 
aims of such an organization which 
ean fulfil 
in helping to beautify the province. 


It is announced following a recent 
conference held at Trail, B.C., that 
experiments to determine the value 
of super-phosphate fertilizer on Al- 
berta farm lands will again be car- 
ried on by the Department of Agricul- 
ture during 1929 at various points 
throughout the province. The results# 
of the experiments along this line 
conducted during the past season are 
considered sufficiently encouraging to 
warrant further tests. Free supplies 
of the fertilizer will again be fur- 
nished by the Trail Smelter and will 
be carried free of charge by the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway. Special at- 
tention will be paid during the coming 
year to the effects of this commercial 
fertilizer when applied in some of the 
areas of lighter soil in central 
northern Alberta. 


and 


Farmers throughout the province 
are being advised by the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture to make 
the necessary provision for securing 
the supply of oats for seed which they 
will require for their 1929 crop. The 
effects of frost in-a number of dis- 
tricts are reflected in a reduction in 
the germinating quality of a great 
many of the oats threshed and in a 
number of cases, supplies of oats 
suitable for seed will have to be 
shipped in. Elevator companies have 
expressed their willingness to assist 
in the distribution of good seed and 
farmers are advised to communicate 
with their local elevator agents as

praaine: Christmas in England in 1828, 600 years ago. The dawn of 
the Reformation was all but breaking, but the Church still held place 
of power in state as in religion, and had been for centuries the fount 
of all learning. A primitive age—rough and relentless, and its people 
were primitive to a degree hardly conceivable in this age. Rough, hard 
living was lightened by rough hard play and such church festivals as 
Christmas were celebrated in carousing and high revels by those as 
could command the means for such employment. Religious teaching 
came to the mass of the people only by word of mouth, and as a means 
of making the New Testament stories living and understandable, in- 
cidents of the Bible story were presented in simple plays as primitive 
as the understandings of their audiences. They were called Mystery 
Plays and one of the first of them, and, therefore, perhaps, the first 
of all plays to be performed in England was the story of the adoration 
of the shepherds and the Magi, written by Randall Higden, a monk of 
Chester Abbey and first performed at Christmas in the year 1328, just 
six hundred years ago, 

From that day to this is a long time, but there has been a revival 
of interest in the beautiful things of mediaeval days, and a few years 
ago the Chester Mysterics were brought to Canada and presented for 
the first time in America at Hart House Theatre, Toronto University. 
There they met with instantaneous success, and for several Christmases 
were a feature of Toronto's holiday c lebration. Later they were pre- 
sented as part of a Christmas service in the chancel of the church of 
St. Mary Magdalene, Toronto. It will next be seen at Victoria, B.C., 
as part of the old English Christmas celebration that is being arranged 
to take place at the Empress Hotel there this year, 

It will be the central feature of a notable revival of the Christmas 
customs of England dating from the middle ages down to the time of 
Dickens and Mr. Pickwick. In the costumes of that periods, singers, 
actors and musicians will, between Christmas and Twelfth Night lead 
the revels and the entire celebration will wind up with a costume ball. 
Victoria is already famous as a winter resort, Its mild, pleasant weather 
permitting golf and motoring practically every day and its wonderful 
salt-water swimming baths have made the most English city in North 
America an ideal place in which to spend the winter, and with the pro- 
gramme of Christmas revels it is likely that the number of visitors to 
that city fromthe prairies and from some of the western states will be 
unusually large.

Abbreviated Language 


Transforming English Into a Lan- 
guage Of Short Words 

Is it true that the English lan- 

guage is about to transform itself 


into a language full of short words, 
spoken with a rapid, staccato utter- 
ance? That is the dismal prospect 
suggested by Professor Otto Jesper- 
sen in his lecture delivered to the 
British Academy; and no doubt there 
{ig much evidence in favor of the 
conclusion. A language that has 
dispensed with inflection is on the 
way to “monosyllableism’’—a word 
which, by the way, goes comfortably 
far to correct the tendency which it 
| names. Then there is also the sub- 
tle influence of slang, which tends 
always to invent some short, sharp 
substitute for any word that places 
the least strain on the tongue; and 
popular custom inevitably adapts it- 
self to the line of least resistance. 
Then, again, there is the influence of 
the American vernacular, which is 
becoming more and more potent ia 
this country, thanks to its vivid, pic- 
turesque and humorous quality, which 
so easily disarms resentment of its 
vulgarity. It is easy to believe, with 
Professor Otto Jespersen, that the 
tendency to monosyllableism is 
stronger in English than in any other 
language. Anyone whoa dabbles in 
verse-making is painfully aware of 
the difficulty of avoiding those strings 
of monosyllables which are so fatal 
to rhythm and cadence. And yet 
there may be hope. For, whatever 
may be the syllabic degeneration of 
their language, the English people 
retain their simple affection for long- 
words. When no other utterance of 
Mr. Churchill's is remembered, his 
phrase about “terminological inex- 
actitudes” will be cherished with 
affection. And, after all, whatever 
may be said against monosyllableism, 
| can be no bad thi the
